Shall now briefly and plainly ſum up the whole matter, and leave it 
with the Reader to confider of. * 

You have in the frft Sefioz a full and unanimous Teſtimony of the 
Presbyterians againſt Toleration ; nay againſt any ſort of Toleration, either 
in Do&rine or in Diſcipline, and in what Degree or Meaſure loever ,-as a 
thing utreriy Impious, and..therefore Infufferable. This methinks, ſhould 
be ſufficient tv itop the mouth of a Presbyterians when he demands a To- 
ration ; that he himſelf pronounces it a wicked thing to grant it, 


In 
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In the ſecond SefFion, he 1ets forth the Fruirs and Conſequences Of it to 
be not only the certain Deſtru#iom of the Church and State, but an Inlet 
to licentious Proſtitution of Manners, and the moſt Blaſphemous of Ile. 
refies. With what forehead now ſhall a Presbyterian deſire that Liberty 
from the Government, which he declares in his own Conſcience will be 
the Rujine and Damnation of the Allowers of it ? 

In the third Sefion, the Diſſenters do nor only make it a matter of 
Conſcience, to diſagree among themſelves, but fall. even to cutring of 
Throats upon the very Queſtion. What is the meaning then of their 
preſſing for Union among Men of ſo many ſeveral Perſwafions not to be 
United ? And what do they talk of Brotherly Love and Agreement fer 
among Men of Principles as Inconſtant as Fire and Water ? 
 - In the fourth Sefion you may obſerve the Rude and Implacable Anz- 

woſities of the Diſſenters toward the Eccleſraftick State, where they declare 
themſzelves tied in Conſcience to do their utmoſt endeavours towards the 
overthrowing of it. What would you think of half a dozen good Fel- 
lows that ſhould come to the Maſter of a Houſe, and tell him, Sir, We 
are very uneaſie on the wrong ſide of the door ;, youll do us a great favour to 
lee ns into your Houſe, that we may Rifie ye, and cut your Throat for your 
pains, Is it not the ſame thing for a Phanatique to make the ſame Pro- 
poſition to the Church, when they declare before hand that they will 
deſtroy ir if they can? | | 

' And the Caſe of the Ciwil Government in the fifth SefFion holds exatly 
with the former of the Eccleſiaſtical ; for Kings are to be pull'd down as 
well as Biſhops for the Ettablithing of Chriſt upon the Throne. 

In the ſixth SeFzon is ſet forth in few words, the inexorable Rigour of 
all ſorts of Diſſenters toward the Epiſcopal Party. With what Equity now 
ean theſe ſeveral Schiſms make it a point cf Conſcience in the Government : 
to gtant them a Common Indulgence, who have zoyntly and ſeverally agreed 
in the giving no Quarter to thoſe of the Religion Eftabliſh'd ? 

The ſeventh Sefion advances the Authority of the Kzrk to a more abſo- 
lute degree of Soverezgnty over King and People, than ever the Papacy it 
{elf pretended ; and ſupported upon the ſame Pretenfions too , fo that 
to demand a Toleration of the Presbyterial Goutynment. is only to defire his 
Majeſty that he will d'oft his Imperial Crown, and ſtrike to the Con- 
fiſtory. | | 

in the eiehth Se&ien lies fairly expos'd the hazard of abating any thing 
in the ſtriftneſs of Eccleſiaftical Diſcipline,in regard of the Principles and Po- 
ftions of theſe People, even if the Men themſelves were honeftly inclin d. 
Take notice of the Po/itions, and never doubt of it, but Men of Depo/tng 

Principles will proceed (if they have opportunity) to Depoſing Atjovs ;, 
- and reckon that they do God and their Country good Service too ? Flpe- 
cially when it ſeems no more to them than the placing of Authority up- 
on the right Foundation. , 
| n 
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In the ninth Scion you will find the Operation of the former Principles 
inthe Animating, Preſſing, and Irricating of the People to Commotions 
and Tumiu!lcs, and RH the Diſſenting Divines in the Head of the Contro- 
verlic 3 and the Pulpits and Prefles the Fountains of our Calamities, * Ne- 
ver did any People ſpeak fairer at firſt, or do fouler things at laſt than 
thoſe preterded Peaceable Miniſters of the Goſpel : And had they but 
come into the World time enough, Boccalizi would never have drawn 
his Intelligence from New Spain of the Shepherds Dogs being all turn'd in- 
to Wolves, when he might have found ſo much a more lively inſtance 
nearer home of thoſe that were ſet to guard and defend the Sheep trans- 
form'd into the Mercileſs Devouers of them. 

In the renth SeZion you will ind a Rebe/lion Fuſtified, by the Tame lips 
thathad call'd God a thouſand times over, to witneſs the Integrity of their 
Hearts, and the Loyalty of their intentions : And with Imprecations al- 
ſo not to be menrcion'd withour trembling. Judge what Credit now is-to 
be given to the fair Profeffions of this ſort of People. 

In the eleventh Seftion you would take theſe Ged/y Minifters (is they 
ſtyle themſelves) to be Members rather of a Corporation of Common Ex- 
ecutioners, than of an Aſſembly of Divines, by their Outragious and Infa- 
tiable Thirſt of Blood, and yet theſe Prattices are recommended, to the 
multitude as the Inſpirations and Duties of the Goſpel. 

And it is nor Common Blood will ſerve their turns neither ; nor. any 
thing leſs than the Sacred Life of their Sovereign, to appeaſe their Holy 
Wrath (Sedion 13.) and to attone for the Sins of the Nation, 

And in the Laſt Seffior, (as if it were to put themſelves beyond the 
poſſibility of Repentance, and to Preclude the ordinary courſe even of 
God's boundleſs Mercies,) they paſsan Approbation upon the wholeTra& 
of their Proceedings, and aſcribe to Almighty God, one of the moſt Ex- 
ecrable Acts of Cruelty and Injuſtice that ever was committed upon the 
-2ce of the Earth, fince the Crucifixion of his Bleſſeq4 and only Son. 
Now as to the Contrivers, the Principal AQtors and Aflerters of this un- 
exampled Wickedneſs, what clearer Evidence can ye defire than what is 
here deliver'd unto you in their own Fords and Writings ?
